They tell a story to illustrate how Belter, the winner, 
carries on. Eske were returning from Calgary earlier this 
season, after a week-end series against Buffs. Off to a 
flying start Belter then boasted a comforting record of 
seven wins against three losses. 

And was he feeling his oats? 


He descended on brother hurlers Jerry Seaman 
and Clarence Mellbye (since left the club), neither 
of whom could win for losing at that stage. 

“You guys,” he upbraided the pair of admittedly fine 
competitors, “had better get going. You know I’m seven 
and three!” 


Things Got Tough All Over 


Well, by the time the curtain came down, the Belter 
won-lost mark stood at 11-8. Over the last half of the 
regular run he was less than a .500 hurler, In the mean- 
br Seaman caught fire and closed out the schedule at 

Nevertheless it will be Belter, not Seaman or any 
other of the Esk hurlers, on the mound for manager 
Ralph Morgan's defending champs when Umpire Harry 
(Bright Lights) Ornest calls “let’s go... shake it up” for 
the first time tonight. 

It could be that it’s Belter’s turn, that there's nothing 
more to Morgan's rather surprising choice of hurler for 
what is sometimes known as the ‘Big One’ of a series. 

On the other hand it might be that the Esk boss sees 
the blond with the yen for loud shirts as a sort of key-man 
if his club is to beat back the chesty, success-starved 
junior Bruins.

“He’s a lucky stiff . . . gets all the breaks from 
the scorers,” they tried to laugh him off for a couple 
of months. But this attitude is a thing of the past. . .
